OF EARLY MORNING QUARREL 


Charles Davis at City Hospital With 


Bullet Wounds in Lung and Hip, 


Victim of Would be Assassin 


GEORGE DAVIS IN PRISON CHARGED WITH CRIME 


Men Were Intoxicated and Quarreled Over a Trivial 


Matter Which later Was Renewed [and Ended 


In Assailant Firing Three Sbots at Victim 


—Prisoner Interviewed by Advocate

A quarrel which started over an Dermer to administer a beating and

Charles 
Davis, aged 21 


years, who lives on Buena Vista St., 
north of Manning. 


The shooting occurred Wednesday 


morning about 1 o'clock In front of 
the home of George Davis, who did 
the shooting. The latter lives at 410 
Manning street. 
He claims he was 


the victim of an assault at the hands 
of Charles Davis,Alt' Dermer and oth- 
ers, and he left the party in an an- 
gry state of mind. 
He went to hi& 


home, secured his revolver and left 
the house. 


Before he had left the yar-J, Chas. 


Davis, the victim, approached- 
him 


from 
across 
the 
street, 
calling: 


"What's the matter, George?" 


George 
lifted 
the revolver 
and 


that is why he resisted. 


George Davis went at once to his 


home and secured a revolver. His ac- 
tions from this moment until 
the 


shooting occuried are best explained 
by his father, who talked to the Ad- 
vocate man at the city prison. 


He says his son came home about 


1 o'clock and it was apparent that 
he was in a violent temper. 
He got 


the gun and refused to listen to his 
father, who urged him to give up 
the gun before he got into trouble.. 
He resisted his father's efforts 
to 


take the weapon from him and start- 
ed an ess the yard. 
Before he had 


lett the lot boundary, Charles Davis 
was seen across the street. 


He called to George, asking him 


what was the matter, but received no 
reply. 
Charles started across 
the 


stieet toward 


•ward the man with the gun and two 
more shots were fired. 
The third. 


lired at close range, struck Charles in 
the right breast and passed entirely 
through the body and he sank to tho 
ground. 


The police were notified and Cap- 


tain Swank and Wagonman McChms 
hurried to the scene of the shooting 
and found the victim lying where he 
fell. 
An ambulance was 
hurriedly 


summoned and the rnan was rushed 
to the City Hospital, where he 
is 


still confined in a serious condition. 


As a result of tho shooting a num- 


ber .of .arrests were made. The would- 
be assassin, George Davis, was ar- 
rested at his 
home 
this 
morning 


about 6:15 o'clock by Capt. Swank 
and Officer McClure after a search 
lasting five hours 
He is 
charged 


with shooting to kill. 


Ed West and Alf Dermer were ta- 


ken into custody an hour later by 
Chief of Police Hindel, Capt. Swank 
and Patrolman Burwke. They wcro 
charged with fighting. 


John Sessi, a foreigner, was 
ar- 


rested for violating the Rose law anil 
selling liquor to a minor, and David 
Loughery, who is 10 years old todaj, 
was held as a witness against Sessi. 
it being alleged that Sessi sold 
the 


boy liquor last night. Other arrests 
may be made later. 


The real facts 
surrounding 
the 


shooting are difficult to obtain. Most 
of the boys who were mixed up 
in 


the scrape were either drunk or they 
have 
suffered a painful 
lapse 
of 


memory since the tragedy. 
At 
the 


police station 
Wednesday morning 


an Advocate reporter interviewed tho 
principals of the 
affair with little 


success. 
The victim, Charles Davis, 


is in no condition to bo interviewed 
and the outcome of his injuries is 
still doubtful. 


From what could be learned 
in 


talking to Loughery, Dermer 
and 


West, the trouble started in front of 
the Dermer homo about midnight. 
Dermer and West were seated on tho 
porch talking when Lougherj, George 
and Charles Da\is and another "got 
in the rags" on the sidewalk regard-, 
ing the loss of a $5 bill by 
young 


Loughery. 


According to tho statement of all 


concerned, no one 
was accused of 


stealing the money. 
The boys were 


in such a state >of intoxication that 
they were ready 
for 
trouble 
and 


needed little to aggravate a general 
fight. 


Finally Dermer and West walked 


over to the group where the 
argu- 


ment was in 7>rogress and "butted 
in." 
Tho quarrel was then taken np 


by Dermor and both the Davia boys. 
Dermer states that George Davis,the 
shooter, called

which he resented an.l advised Davis 
not to repeat it. 'Davis did repeat it 
and Dormer struck him.

No one was in sight 
except the injured man and George 
Davis' father. 


An ambulance was called and the 


man was turned over to the driver 
and the ambulance attendant. 
The 


hospital was notified to prepare for 
his coming. 


Capt. Swank and Officer McClure 


interviewed the father 
of the 
boy 


who did the shooting, 
but 
could 


learn nothing regaiding the affair. 
They .searched the house, but 
the 


bo/ was not there. 


The officers concealed 
themselves 


in the bushes and watched the house 
for two hours. The father was seen 
to leave and go east, returning in an 
hour or more. 


The police 
then 
commenced 
a 


carei'ul search ,of the locality 
near 


the home. 
Every foot of ground in 


the 
northeastern 
outskirts of the 


city was carefuly searched 
without 


success and they decided to 
again 


search the house. 
They frequently 


saw the tracks in the soft 
ground 


made by the Davis boy and his big 
shepherd dog, which

When they approached the house, 


the dog was seen on the porch an 1 
the officers realized that their search 
wa.3 ended. 
Davis was found in the 


hor.se, calmly talking to members of 
the family. He was placed under ar- 
rest and sent to the city prison.

THE FINANCIAL [DEALINGS 


Of Steel Corporation by Which 


Concern Could Get $50,000,009 


Without Cost. 


Washington, D. C., August 9—Geo. 


W. Perkins, a director of the United 
States Steel Corporation and one of 
the men said to have aided in avert- 
ing financial disaster during the pan- 
ic of 1907, faces today the alterna- 
tive of answering questions to tna 
house committee on Inquiry into the 
steel corporation bearing on his per- 
sonal campaign contributions made 
by the New York Life Insurance Co., 
or of being cited before the bar of 
the house of representatives. Should 
the majority order Air. Perkins to an- 
swer and then should he still refuse 
he may be adjudged in contempt o£ 
Congress and imprisoned. 
It is be- 


lieved, however, that this crisis will 
not be reached. 
Mr. Perkins having 


expresed a desire to reflect on his po- 
sition. 


Mr. Perkins though personally wil- 


ling to talk about campaign contri- 
butions, refused, on the advice of hia 
counsel to answer interrogatories ou 
that line put to him 
by Chairman 


Stanley and Representative Beall o£ 
Texas. 


Richard Lindabury, counsel for the 


Steel Corporation, 
and 
Edgar A, 


Bancroft who appeared for Mr. Per- 
kins, insisted that the authority giv- 
en the committee in this 
Inquiry 


made irrelevant an. attempt to in- 
quire into the private campaign con- 
tributions of the witness or his rela- 
tions with corporations foreign to the 
steel corporation. 


Late yesterday after the witness, 


his counsellors 
and the committee 


had wrangled long over the hitch and 
the chairman's decision that he an- 
swer has been sustained after an ap- 
peal by 
Representative 
Young o£ 


Michigan. Chairman Stanley warn- 
ed Mr. Perkins that it might be ne*>- 
esary to call him to the bar of the 
house. 
The chairman later suggest- 


ed that the New York financier ap- 
pear before the house to avoid being 
taken into custody by the sergeant 
at arms. When matters reached thia 
stage, Mr. Perkins, said the situation 
was so critical that he wished time to 
consider.

Meat and Wheat Bread. 


A food may show on analysis 


a high nutritive value, yet may 
require so much energy to digest 
It to appropriate its nutritive 
substance and to eliminate its 
•waste that the net profit may be 
little or nothing. There should be 
no hesitation in preferring, for 
instance, olive oil to cod liver oil. 
Meat digests more easily in the 
stomach than does wheat gluten, 
but digestion Is not completed in 
the stomach, and the elimination 
of meat is much more expensive 
than the elimination of entire 
•wheat bread, and, most impor- 
tant, examination of the ex- 
creta from meat shows a much 
greater number of germs, de- 
pending much on the kind of 
meat, than the excreta 
from 


bread, thus clearly indicating 
that meat is a much more active 
cause of autointoxication than 
bread.

OF TAX BURDENS 


Intormation 
obtained 
shows that 


Governor

legislation, first, to get a proper ap- 
praisement; and, second, for a low tax 
rate. Cincinnati conditions 
may be 


i 
taken as typica' of those throughout 
the state. 


Advance estimates, based upon 
the 


work of the Tax Commission during 
the past few weeks in revaluing rail- 
roads and traction lines and upon a 
forecast of their work in connection 
with light and power companies dur- 
ing the coming week, indicate that the 
real estate owners in Cincinnati will 
pay about 20 per cent less taxes this 
year than they did last. The percent- 
age may vary slightly from this in in- 
dividual cases, according to the esti- 
mates which have been made, hut if 
the commission's work proceeds as it 
has been 
there 
will be a startling 


change in the relations which have al- 
ways existed between the real estate 
and personal tax duplicates 
of 
the 


county. 


When the total increases of valua- 


tions of railroads and traction lines 
for the state are announced they are 
expected to total between $650,000,000 
and $750,000.000. It will be some time 
before this total is apportioned among 
the counties tkr:x-~li v.-'.iich the lines 
operate. 


Hamilton county's portion of the in- 


crease will be close to $125,000,000. 


This is in contrast to the return 


made last year by which all railroads, 
bank stocks, public utility 
corpora- 


tions, traction lines, telephone 
and 


telegraph, gas, electric 
and express 


corporations were listed as being worth 
$52,000,000. 


The $125,000,000 figure includes only 


the railroads and traction lines, which 
will furnish a foundation for an es- 
timate of the total personal duplicate 
for the county, this having already 
been computed upon advance figures as 
being in the neighborhood of $250,000,- 


000, and perhaps more. The entire per- 
sonal duplicate last year was $67,291,- 


000. 
Thus it is "seen tbe last year fig- 


ures are multiplied alinost by four. 


The principl change made, however, 


is in the relation 
between 
the two 


duplicates. In 1910 real estate paid 78 
per cent of the taxes. In 1911, at>3ord- 
ing to the estimates, it will pay only 
62 per cent. This is a falling off of 
16 per cent. Under the Smith law the 
government may not 
collect 
more 


money than 
it 
received 
last year. 


Hence the change in the proportion of 
the two kinds of property means that 
the owners of the real estate will have 
to bear 20 per cent less of the cost of 
government than they did in 1910. 


There are hundreds of other corpor- 


ations to be appraised, and if only one- 
fourth of this property is returned, the 
personal duplicate of fhe Queen City 
can be increased to $250,000,000. This 
would bring the grand duplicate up to 
$673,000,000. If it is brought up 
to 


$750,000,000, which is possible, it would 
mean that the real estate owner would 
have 55 per cent, instead of 20 per cent 
deducted from the amount of his taxes, 
and that the owners of the personalty 
would be paying 65 per cent of the to- 
tal, with the real estato o- ..~-vs paying 
35 per cent. 


War Ships As Naval Junk. 


Attention is called by London Truth 


to tho rapidity with which naval ves- 
sels become junk 
Thoughts about the 


mutability 
of 
naval 
affairs 
were 


evoked by a comparison of the grand 
review of ships at Uie coronation 
of 


King Edward VI1 with 
the similar 


pageant in honor of King Cieorge V. Of 
the 113 ships assembled at Spithoad in 
190J no less than 47 h:ne disappeared 
from the acthe list, and many others 
have not bivn doomed big enough for, 
or otherwise worthy of, a place in tlu' 
naval parade this year. 
In 1902 the 


London, of 15.000 tons, 
was 
distin- 


guished for being the biggest thing in 
battleships; in the 
recent 
gathering 


this distinction did not belong to any 
British vessel, but to the 
American 


20.000-ton battleship Delaware. 


In the 1902 review the oldest vessel 


was the brig Mayflower, dating from 
1S37, and the least powerful battleship 
was the Herb, registered 6,200 tons. 
Now the oldest ship is the Blake, dat- 
ing from 1SS9, while the least power- 
ful batleship is the Prince George, of 
14,900 tons. 
The fastest vessel in the 


review fleet nine years ago was a 30- 
knot destroyer, today it is tho 3S-kuot 
cruising destroyer Swift. The costliest 
vessel in the present-day fleet is the 
Dreadnought, which exceeded by near- 
ly $4.000.000 the cost of the London, 
which headed the list for price in 1902. 


In our own navy the 
practical 


"crapping" of vessels deemed obsolete 
has 
proceeded 
with even 
greater 


rapidity. The battleships of the Indi- 
ana and Oregon type, which are not 
much older and little less powerful 
than the Prince George, are scarcely 
esteemed to be worth counting as part 
of our effective fleet. Many very 
newer vessels are consideerd 
ly out of date. 
Not one ship of the 


fleet with which the war against Spain 
was fought figures on our active list; 
and when a reckoning is made o\ our 
naval defenses nothing is counted of 
inferior strength to a "Dreadnought." 
Only a few weeks ago a report came 
from England of a new design naval 
vessel that would probably supersede 
the Dreadnought class. In view of this 
rapid 
deterioration 
the 
proposed 


change of our naval building program 
from a two-battleships-a-year stand- 
ard to only one would seem the part of 
wisdom. 
It is possible that the na- 


tions have gone too fast in the pro- 
duction of naval junk.

That cheap and abund- 
ant facilities for the transportation o' 
tho great natural products of the for- 
est, farm and mine not only add to 
the value of all farm and city property 
within the sphere of their influence 
but increase materially the growth of 
natural wealth and reduce the average 
cost of the necessities of life in the 
great centers of population. 


"I believe that there is no subject 


now engaging the attention of the peo- 
ple more truly national in its scope 
than the systematic scientific and per- 
manent improvements of the 
inland 


waterways of the country," said Sena- 
tor Penrose. "Frankly I have thought 
sometimes that there was a good deal 
of exaggeration about certain urged 
projects, about the building of certain 
canals connecting bodies of water be- 
cause their commercial needs 
have 


never been apparent, but as to the ne- 
cessity for the improvement of certain 
rivers of the country I have not the 
least doubt. 


"The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion in its far reaching decision 
re- 


cently handed down affecting rates be- 
tween the Atlantic ocean and the Pa- 
cific coast notified carriers that they 
will be allowed to meet water compe- 
tition to a reasonable 
extent which 


seems to give waterways a new status 
and put them upon a new footing. 


"While I believe in a conservative

treatment of our waterways I am not 
blind to the fact that certain improve- 
ments must be made in 
GUI'" rivers 


looking always to their final comple- 
tion when their up-keep will be the 
only charge upon 
the 
government. 


And in order to bring this about we 
should have annual river and harbor 
bills conservatively made up to cover 
continuing contracts to the end that 
work begun on our rivers be completed 
within a reasonable time. The Ohio 
is one of those rivers which should be 
pushed to completion as 
rapidly as 


good business judgment warrants. For 
had the Ohio river improvement been 
completed we would not 
have wit- 


nessed a steamer fitted out for the 
purpose of carrying down that water- 
way members of the Rivers and Har- 
bors committee of the House and Con- 
gressmen whose districts front on that 
stream going on numerous sandbars 
during the journey from Pittsburg to 
Cairo. It was an object lesson of the 
first importance, for with pools along 
its course it would be comparatively 
easy to transport the 
thousands of 


tons of coal and other bulky commod- 
ities waiting for movement along its 
course. What is true of the Ohio is 
undoubtedly true of other waterways 
throughout the country. I realize tha(t 
the people of Western 
Pennsylvania 


are as deeply interested in the Ohio 
river project as are the people of any 
other section of the country. 


"The question of 
an 
intelligent 


treatment of our rivers, harbors 
and 


canals should neither be local nor sec- 
tional. It is a national question and 
its solution should be along national 
lines and it should not be made the. 
subject of politics. In this connection 
I cannot help but pay tribute to the 
work of the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress which has been pro- 
ductive of great 
good 
in 
bringing 


about definite results and in educating 
the public mind as to the development 
of inland waterway projects and I am 
in hearty sympathy with its work and 
purposes."
